NEW PHASE IS REACHED 


Administration 
Preparing Another Pro- 


nouncement as to China, Ultimate 


withdrawal of Troops 


Washington, Sept. S.—Having received 


An intimation that the department, of- 
ficials were desiruus of conferring: with 
him, Minister Wu returned to Washing- 
ton yestv-ixlay from Cape May. For 
nearly an hour Ui« minister was closeted 
with Acting Secretary Hill and AsStet- 
«nt Secrtary Adae, the d-oor being locked 
meantime ajid net ever, the messengers 
allowed entrance. None of the parties 
to the conference was communicative 
as, to the conference, but at its con- 
clusion Dr. Hill repaired to the White 
House with a portfolio w-ell filled with 
payers. 


For several hours preceding the min- 


ister's visit Acting Secretary Hill and 
Assistant Secretary Adee had been en- 
eased in short confeiences, and it wa.B 
gathered that the negotiations relative 
to China were approaching another 
phase, and that another pronouncement 
or some kind was In preparation. The 
fact is recalled that when the United 
States made its response to the Russian 
note on Aug. 20 the officials here ex- 
pressed the belief that about a week's 
time would be required to determine 
upon the next step, and at the end of that 
time it would be definitely known 
•whether or not the troops were to be 
withdrawn from Pekm. That period of 
tim^ has now elapsed. The reports from 
the European 
chancellories indicate 


that, officially at least, this important 
Subject is being- treated with the greatest 
deliberation, and at least another week, 
and probably even more time, may ba 
consumed in framing the last of the an- 
swers to the Russian note. 


Meanwhile our government has pretty 


well satisfied itself as to the attitude to- 
wards this last proposition of each and 
all of the powers Interested in the Ch'- 
liese problem. It may be that this 
knowledge is regarded as sufficient upon 
which to ba&e another forward, and, 
perhaps. In this case an 
independent 


movement, by the United States towards 
the* ultimate withdrawal of the troops 
and the settlement with China which 
the government has bad in mind since 
the beginning of the trouble. 


The consultations' with Mr. "Wu are be- 


lieved to have been inspired by a desira 
to learn something of the personality of 
Chinese'notables whose names hava 
been suggested, as proper to constitute 
the Chinese side of any commission 
which may be named to arrange a set- 
tlement of the difSculties. Mr. Wu is an 
ardent adherent of Earl Li. 


There was a dearth of official informa- 


tion from China Friday. General Chaf- 
fee got through a dispatch dated Sept. 1, 
at Pekln, indicating- that couriers are 
•till employed to close the gap in the Una 
Of communication between Tientsin and 
Pekin. This dispatch made no mention 
Of the military situation, and it was in- 
terred that affairsln Pekin rsmnin quiet. 
The message recommended that Special 
Colonel AaroTi S. Dag-gett, Fourteenth 
United States infantry, be madea briga- 
dier general for gallantry. 


If this governmen t Is taking any meas- 


ures urging the return of the Imperial 
family to Pekln the responsible officials 
decline to make any statement on the 
subject. Such a step, however, on the 
part of the Chinese officials, it is pointed 
out, would be highly desirable and migh't 
be an important factor .a facilitating 
the progress of the negotiations for a 
peaceful settlement of the existing 
troubles. With the responsible heads of 
the Chinese empire at the capital city, 
in direct communication with the rep- 
resentatives of the allied powers, much 
more satisfactory results could be ac- 
complished than by negotiating through 
subordinates. 


Th situation at Amoy, China, having 


apparently cleared up considerably, the 
navy department instructed Admiral 
Remey to dispose as he deems best of the 
gunboat Castine, which was sent to that 
port some days ago when the Japanese 
landed marines. The Castine was on 
her way to the Cavite naval station 
when the troubles at Amoy threatened 
to become acute, but was diverted to the 
latter place to look out for American in- 
terests.

The Experiences of Missionaries 


While Fleeing From Boxers. 


EYSTEBIO LAUGHTER SAVES LITE.

Among the passengers who recently 


arrived at Vancouver from the orient 
by tho steamship Empress of China 
were the Rev. J. Alenzies and the Kev. 
M. McKeuzie, who have been in Cbina 
workiug under the Presbyterian board 
of missions, says the New York Her- 
eld. Mr. Menzies left Chu-wang In 
June and got etdCely to ShangLal with 
hundreds of other refugees. Mr Mc- 
Kcnzle says the mission was attacked 
by the mob, and 11 adults and o chil- 
dren fled southward. They \vere pro- 
vided with an escort by the governor 
and had 14 wagons filled -with goods, 
but when 12 days out they were stop- 
ped by a mob of 10,000 acd pelted with 
Stones. 


•fbey were then mobbed, their horses 


killed, and, standing at bay, they 
fought for their lives. Mr. McKenzie's 
wrist was nearly cut through with a 
s'word. Each husband stood close to 
wife and children and fought for them. 
Every oue of the party "was severely 
wounded. All thought their hour bad 
come when a shout was raised that 
there was money In the carts, and the 
mob left them to loot tbe onrts, and the 
party drugged themselves away In the 
oarkness. Twice more they were set 
upon by mobs and robbed of every- 
thing, even their outer garments. On 
the fourteenth day relief came, and 
friendly Chinese soldiers escorted them 
to Uonun. 


Mrs. McKenzle, wife of the Rev. Mr. 


McKenzie, gave further detajls of tbe 
terrible flight She said: "T-\yo mis- 
eionary ladies, young Swedish women, 
of another party were taken by tbe 
mob and stripped and In a nude condi- 
tion were compelled to walk 100 miles 
in tbe burning sun to a place where 
they were to be executed, a Jeering 
mob revi]U>g them the whole length of 
the march. Tbe headp of these poor 
•women were actually over the block 
when one of them burst into hysterical 
laughter and shrieks. The executioner 
paused, while tbe fury of the mob 
changed to amusement 
When the 


poor woman laughed, they laughed, 
and the affair ended by the execution- 
ers becoming mercy also and letting 
tbe women go free." 


On the way^to freedom a missionary 


met Mr. McKeozie fleeing to a place of 
eafety, like bimself, and told him that 
lie knew of a missionary who had been 
soaked In coal oil by the Boxers and 
his body set on fire. He also spoke of 
two Catholic priests having their 
throats cut on the altar of Confucius as 
a sacrifice. 


The China Mall has succeeded In get- 


ting a letter through tbe Unes frosa 
Peking dated Aug. 1. The letter waa 
jwoven In the straw hat of a native 
rouner, who was three times searched 
hy tbe enemy and flogged and allowed 
to go. The letter speaks of the near 
approach of the relieving party and 
the hopes of the besieged rising with 
tbe distant boom of friendly cannon. 
OJbe writer says that tbe news of the 
taking of Taku forts was the signal for 
attack on the legations. It speaks of 
the Jegatloners occupying Prince Con's 
bouse, opposite tbe British legation, 
and preventing tbo Boxers getting 
squarely in front of the besieged lega- 
tion. 
All the fegattonera, however, 


would have been overcome and massa- 
cred had not the arsenal at Tien-tsto 
been Iqst and ammunition run out 


Ths Bev. T. W. Holmes of tbe Amer- 


ican Baptist mie&qa at Klnbwa, who, 
accompanied by his wife? and three 
small children, recently arrived at San 
Frandaoa, baa & different story to tell, 
as be waa saved by the kindness o£ 
the Chinese magistrate of his district, 
Rays the Sew York Sun, He baa work- 
ed for seven years with his wife for 
tbe American Baptist Missionary union 
at Etatiwa. 


"As eoon as tho news came of the 


Boxe* proclamation of death to the 
foreigners," he aays, "all tbe common 
people became very hostile, but tbe 
Chinese magistrates assured me and 
fctr. Bous&eid and family that they 
would protect us. Major Sk>, chief of 
magistrates In Ktnhwa, warned us that 
the message had been received that all 
missionaries, all foreigners, were to be 
flestroyed, He warned us that our 
ttves were In danger and that we were 
ilkely to be Bet upon by a fanatical 
«nob at any moment He offered us 
fche protection ot bis quarters aad guar- 
anteed to tabs care of fw- Two magis- 
trates also Joined him in offering us 
protection. A tew days later a large 
mob attacked ow quarters, but we 
frightened them off with rifl»*9. They 
camped near by, and tbe nmgtetrntea 
came to reason with them. We ad- 
mitted tbe magistrates to the cathe- 
dra), but 4Bfe whole mob came ID with 
them and looted tbe place. Tbe mob 
triad several'times to barn themission's 
buildings. Finally," on July 14, Slo sent 
a military escort and sold we must go 
to =!s yamen. From there he gave us 
en escort to Shanghai, going all the 
jray himself with bia brother and two 
fvlattvmi to Bee that our safety waa 
•aswed."

with Cblna, it Is safe to' say there will 
be many Chinamen to bury. Chinese 
jburlal customs wlU demand their Inter- 
iment iu logllke coffins, which after the 
'corpse Is placed within are tightly eeal- 
ied, and, strange to say, they lie out of 
doors often for months, says-the Phil- 
adelphia Eecord, awaiting the time 
when the families of the deceased can, 
afford an elaborate burial. 


Chinese funerals and burial customs 


are In many respects similar through- 


I out the empire. The coffins can be seen 
lying about Just outside many of the 
houses. No odor escapes from them, 
for they are tightly sealed with mortar 
or some other substance, and within 
the body lies in a preparation of quick- 
lime. Some of the families keep the 
coffins and their occupants Inside their 
homes for perhaps a year. It Is, how- 
ever, not considered disrespectful hi 
| many sections to allow ihem to remain 
| outside. 
! While all of these queer coffins am 


I shaped like logs, there Is a great dlf- 
jference In quality. One can be pur- 
chased for $10, while another may cost 
$1,000. Some are beautifully carved 
and made of expensive wood. All are 
varnished. A Chinaman often mokes 
one of these queerly constructed coffins 
for himself during his lifetime, antici- 
pating bow nice It win look after he la 
gone. 


In some sections Incense Is burned 


over one of these coffins as long as it 
remains abore ground. These rites are 
performed usually by the older son of 
the family, especially if the deceased 
jis the father. Sometimes this older 
| son goes about raising funds with 
I which to :hold a notable funeral cele- 
[bration. The Chinese as a rule contrib- 
'tite liberally on such occasions. On 
[the older son also devolves the duty of 
1^washing the corpse just prior to placing 
|it hvtlie coffin. Then, assisted by bJ9- 
brother, if be has any, they place the 
finest apparel that they can afford to 
purchase upon tba-, deceased: A fan is 
then placed in one band, and the work 
of sealing, the"coffin begins. 


The Chinese are shrewd la some 


ways, and, in. case of the death of some 
one In the family of one who owns 
them, they- will take the opportunity 
to attach the coffin in which the corpse 
rests and hold it until the debt is.paid. 
This scheme works' like a charm, for 
inever would a son allow his relative's 
[remains to be the pjroperty of the man 
.'he may owe. Thrwjgfietft'faie Fufelen 
•Iprovince-, In which Fuchau is situated, 
jthere is a custom of placing a piece of 
JBilyer in the mouth of the deceased. 
| Laws, throughout China make it 1m- 
Ipwative that the greatest respect be 
paid to the'dead. These laws govern 
,Bot only the actions of the Chinese at 
the time when an official dies, but ex- 
tend even to the members of one's own 
'family. It is said, howevef, that there 
is less occasion to- enfi6fcee the laws In 
tlils particular than in any other mis- 
idemeanor prohibited by the lawbooks 
'of the Celestials. Eoverence for an- 
.cestors, or that which is more properly 
'called "ancestor worship," is almost 
part of the Chinaman's nature1. 


After the death of one of the family 


the aim of those who survive is to 
jsave sufficient money to give the de- 
ceased an elaborate burial. They deny 
.themselves many things, often for a 
(period of three years. Wheu the day 
of the funeral comes, it Is a truly not- 
able one. There- are processions, bands 


music and the offering of sacrifices, 


coffin, the ancestral tablet and the 


[sacrifices £re all torue to the grave 
'separately. 


The performance Is in many respects 


similar to the funeral services held in 
Satf Francisco today In that section of 
the city known as Chinatown. Espe- 
cially lg this trtfe in the procession, 
when a leading Chinaman goes, ahead 
with strips of paper which contain 
many holes. These be scatters broad* 
'cast. It is the belief of the Chinese 
jthat if they can bury their dead before 
|the evil spirit, which is following, can 
catch up with the body, then the de- 
Ceased will have peace after Jeath. It 
'is further believed by them that thia 
'spirit must pass through each hole In 
each one of the strips of paper, and as 
they scatter thousands of them there 
tare no Chinamen who are not saved it 
|the funeral is conducted at all as It 
jshouid bo. 
' No matter If It is three years' after 
the death of the one whara they are 
bearing to the grave the members of 
the family are expected to mourn just 
as much as if it were the next day aft- 
'*r death. Whilft the greater part of 
'this is agonized form rather than sin- 
cere mourning, still tb$y succeed very 
well in making the show. 


There are practically no Chinese 


graveyards in China. The <jnly ceme- 
tcries 'are thoee of American-mission- 
aries. The Chinese of the southern 
provinces usually spirit a burying spot 
'for the deceased off by itself, perhaps 
in the side of a mountain. Their graves 
rpRomblo In ahnpp somewhat a horse- 
shoe and ere several times as large as 
jthc coffin. A dry place la selected, out 
of the reach of the white ants, and 
there a tomb is built Sometimes these 
'tombs are finely carved. The style of 
'.grave or tomb differs in various sec- 
tions of China. ,, . * -v v •- v ., -
